Smokestack Peak will look like a gypsy camp this weekend (June 28-29) as mem- 
bers of the Catalpa Amateur Radio Club join with ten thousand other "hams" in a 
nationwide emergency test. Club members will set up four two-way radio stations 
in tents. Electric power will be furnished by a gasoline-powered generator. 

The test, known as Field Day, is sponsored each year by the American Radio 
Relay League, national association of amateurs for the U. S. and Canada. Start- 
ing at 4 pm EST Saturday, the exercise runs for 24 hours, on a shift basis. A 
seperate tent with cots will be set up for off-duty amateurs and another will be 
used as kitchen and dining hall. 

Oscar Williams, proprietor of Super TV Service is again in charge of the week- 
end event. The installation crew will go out Saturday morning to put up the 
tents and erect antennas, under the direction of Past President Ralph Jones, of 
Dunstan and Jones law firm. 

The group will carry on short conversations with as many other radio amateurs 
as possible. Last year the club made 570 contacts with 42 states and 3 Canadian 
provinces, using both voice and code. This year, with an additional station in 
operation, the members hope to reach 100 more stations than in 1957. The object 
is to train operators under difficult conditions such as might be encountered 
after a flood or tornado, and to test the equipment which would be used in such 
an emergency. 

The public is cordially invited to visit, and are advised to use the west

We, the undersigned being desirous to secure for ourselves the

the general community, do hereby constitute ourselves the Tri-State 
Amateur Radio Society and do enact this. constitution as our governing law,

All provisions of the Constitution of the TrieState Amateur Redio 
society following the Preamble of the Constitution are hereby repealed 
and the constitutional provisions and the by-laws eee ren hereunder shall 
be the governing law of the Society.
